NEW THEATRE FOR ROCHESTER, 


NEW YORK. 


After dodging rumors of new theatres for 
the past two years we are at last assured of 
a new vaudeville theatre, which will he open 
and ready for business at the opening of the 
season of 1909-10. 

James H. Moore. one of the most popular and 
widely known managers in the country, has 
bought the property located at 33 and 35 Clin 
ton avenue, North, having a frontage of 106 
feet, at a purchase price of $100,000, upon 
which he will erect an up-to-date, fire-proof 
theatre. At the same time Mr. Moore secured 
a parcel of land, 50x65 feet. in the rear of the 
Reckley Ruilding. and adjoining the new site. 
upon which will be built a massive building of 
concrete. brick and stone, in which will be lo 
cated the boilers. engines, snetion and blower 
system for changing the air in the theatre ev 
ery few seconds, also an immense lighting 


plant. On the second floor will be the dressing 
rooms. likewise the ‘‘green’’ room. This 
bnilding will be connected with the theatre 
proper by an archway built of steel and con 
crete, and in this respect will be the most 
unique theatre in the country, for the per 
formers, when not on the stage, will be under 


an entirely different roof. 

It is Mr. Moore’s intention at the present 
time to name the new house The Temple, af- 
ter his highly successful theatre {tn Detroit 
The seating capacity will be 2.446, with ample 
room for ladies’ parlors, promenades and men’s 
smoking room. The building will be started 
March 1, and finished before September 1 
1909. 

The news of another theatre has been most 
welcome, as a new house was sadly needed, the 
present site oceupied ty Manager Moore (Cook 
Opera House) being entirely too small to ac 
commodate its patrons. 

The Taylor Brothers Company. of Worcester. 
Mass., proprietors of a string of popular priced 
vaudeville theatres thronghont the East. have 
purchased the Cook Opera House for the sum 
of $282,000, and will take possession upon the 
expiration of Mr. Morre’s lease, or as soon as 
the new house is completed. The future of 
the Cook is problematic, although some of the 
wiseacres have it doped out that the house 
will be everything from a moving picture thea- 
tre to a mammoth Hippodrome.

PINIONS differ on the merits 

of Samson, William Gillette’s latest 

production from the Bernstein pen. 

That the play is virile, that it has a 

tensity of interest impulsion, that it 
is not as strong or as cleverly hinged as The 
Thief, no one questions. That it is a melo- 
drama seems to be universally conceded, but 
whether it will succeed at Broadway prices re- 
mains for a later telling. 

To the mind that takes the theatre for what 
it is or says it is, who don’t want to undergo 
a series of didactic moralties or the what- 
nots of things that might be, but aren’t, then 
Samson is a play, a great play and one that will 
measure way through a long period. This much 
assured, the chief credit belongs to Gillette 
himself. Surely he is one of our greatest 
actors. He has his moments, they are many, 
at least his consummate art seems to make them 
many. He has big scenes, he makes them big- 
er, and the small ones he makes big. Without 

illette, Samson might be something, a notice 
of which would appear in the obituaries. But 
there it will not amble as long as the star re- 
mains to tell what he does. 

To “Miss Collier belongs a large share of 
credit. Her work is always impressive. Ar- 
thur Byron, too, does commendable acting. The 
story follows: 

Maurice Brachard, the copper king of Paris, 
fis a man of the self-made class who has come 
up from an obscure family to a position of 
great wealth and great power among his fellow 
men. He is a multi-millionaire, and a director 
in numerous large enterprises. It is said that 
he arrived at his money eminence through 


“ questionable paths, and that he has nothing 


behind him, socially or otherwise. Yet he suc- 
ceeds through sheer force of energy and ac- 
tivity in pushing himself forward in society 
and in marrying the daughter of a pretentious 
family. it is his very strength through his 
money. and through his methods that earns 
him the title Samson. The girl he marries 
in Anne Marie, daughter of the Marquis D’An- 
deline. She accepts him for his money. She 
does not love him, and perhaps for this rea- 
son, as well as for the fact that he devotes 
himself more zealously to money-getting than 
home-making that the fair young wife takes 
up an intrigue with a man about town named 
Jerome LeGovain. 

It isn’t exactly that she cares anything 
for Govain that she gives herself to him: but 
because she is curious about the ways of the 
world, and is willing to accept the entertain- 
ment and excitement he can offer her. Govain 
is a protege of Brachard, the Copper King; 
he had taken him up when he was practically 
penniless, and by advice, and with money, put 
him in the way of a fortune. At the time the 
Story opens, the man about town has plenty of 
means, and can see his way to a life of luxury 
for the balance of his days. His wealth con- 
sists in the copper stock Brachard controls. 
This is unfortunate for Govain, for when Bra- 
chard, through a friend, learns that Govain is 
parading his wife around Paris, and that he 
is conducting this intrigue with her, it gives the 
copper magnate a splendid means of revenge. 

Brachard makes the discovery one evening 
when he is about to depart for London. He is 
told that Govain has taken his wife to a sup- 
per where he is exhibiting her to a number of 
his revelling companions. The copper king at 
once changes his plans, and returns home, and 
there learns, to his utter confusion, that the 
Stories about his wife and Govain, are true. 
It does not take him long to devise his plan of 
revenge. He invites Govain, who knows noth- 
ing whatever about the busband’s suspicions 
or discoveries, to meet him the following morn- 
ing about eleven o'clock in luxurious apart- 
ments which he has secured in the fashionable 
Hotel Ritz in the Palace Vendome. He enter- 
tains the man about town for a while with 
small gossip, holding his attention until mes- 
sengers began to arrive from the Bourse, an- 
nouncing a decline in copper stocks, and finally 
the cries of newspaper venders in the streets 
that copper was tumbled, and the market is in 
a panic. The news drives Govain almost 
crazy. He sees ruination coming upon him. 
Finally, when Bracharqd shrieks at him, ‘‘you 
are ruined,’’ he makes an effort to go to his 
brokers, but is intercepted by the gloating and 
infurated magnate, who, after telling him why 
be has wrought this terrible revenge upon him, 
takes him by the throat and chokes him into 
insensibility. The duel between the two men 
is a most intense and exciting one. It makes 
no difference to Brachard that in effecting the 
ruination of the other man, he has pulled 
down his own fortune, and that both stand 
comparatively penniless in the midst of the 
wreckage. His delight exists in the destruc- 
tion he has effected of the man who ruined his 
home. and with that he is satisfied. This tre- 
mendous scene comes at the end of the third 
act, and in the fourth Mr. Bernstein in that 
masterly and surprising way in which he 
handled his personages and theme in The Thief, 
works out a solution of the drama that is at 
once as satisfactory as it is astonishing.

NDIAN SUMMER, with warm days and 
sultry nights, hurt business at the the- 
atres last week, but not as much as 


might have been expected for such a sud- 
den return of summer weather. Bus!- 
mess on the whole is satisfactory; in fact, 
much better here than it is in many other 

Eastern cities. The best proof of this is the 
fact that all of our theatres are kept supplied 
with the best of attractions, while many of 
the theatres in New York and other cities are 
closed because suitable attractions can not be 
_ secured for them. 

Philadelphia does suffer a little, like all the 
other large cities, through an overplus of 
theatres, but as the attractions sent here are 
varied in character, most of the houses man- 
age to get a fair share of business. If busi- 
ness was brisk and booming, the fact that 
there are too many theatres here would not 
be so noticeable, but when people have @ 
tightness in the purse they are apt to be more 
careful in picking out the theatres they patron- 
ize. We have four burlesque houses, and this 
does cut up business quite a bit when times 
are dull. If we had two of this class they 
would both be packed every day and night, but 
now, when the business has to go four ways, 
when a dull week does come, all of the places 
suffer. There can be no remedy for it, as the 
theatres can be used for no other purposes, and 
until some other method of entertainment is 
devised managers will have to compete with 
each other. 

The tangled conditions of the William Penn 
Theatre are now being straightened out. The 
builder, who had a big claim against it for 
work, bought it at two successive sheriff sales, 

and is now only awaiting confirmation of sale 
by the courts before going ahead and complet- 
ing the work. He has arranged with parties 
to furnish the necessary capital to complete 
the building, and claims that it will be ready 
to open the latter part of this season. By 
these sales all of the performers and managers 
who invested money in the enterprise will be 
wiped out, losing every dollar they put up. 
Several offers have been made for the lease of 
the house as soon as it Is completed.

Wireless is a melodrama, pure and simple, 
stupendous, full of sensational surprise, has 
ttense dramatic action, an honest and rugged 
etory with beautiful electrical effect, and sen- 
eational in interest, full of absorbing scenes. 

The story is comparatively simple. The Du- 
vant Iron Works of Pittsburg have contracts 
for forging heavy guns for the government. 

e of the draftsmen of the works has invented 
a mew gun which is much needed by the gev- 
ernment and which has been patented in an- 
ether name by a wicked partner in the works, 
Edward Pinckney, who, besides desiring to 
steal a fortune, is in love with Frances Du- 
tant, daughter of the senior partner. Lieut. 
Sommers, U. N., has also invented a gun 
which is in some respects better than the gun 
the Durants have the contracts for, and as this 
gun is the invention of an officer of the navy, 
the government will not be required to pay 
royalties on it. The specimen Sommers gun is 
to be forged at the Durant works, and Pinck- 
aey, getting Marsh, the employe-inventor, to 
help him, arranges it so that the Sommers gun 
pis tempered at the wrong heat, so that when it 
tf tested it explodes and kills a number of 
men and renders another blind for life. Som- 
mers in is love with Frances Durant, and is a 
rival of Pinckney. He believes that there has 
been crooked work, but he cannot prove it. 
Secret Service Man Bradley is put on the job, 
and he and Sommers follow Pinckney to Porto 
Rico. There is to be an investigation in Wash- 
ington, and although Pinckney refuses to take 
Sommers back on his yacht, the Durant girls 
eeme to the rescue and they all sail together. 

Then comes the scene which gives the play 
Ws title. It shows the deck of the steamship 
Mongolian in a storm. The wireless telegraph 
foom is visible, and the operator there picks 
up a message from the Durant yacht calling 
for help. The yacht has gone aground on a 
weef, and is being battered to pieces. The Mon- 
golian gets near enough to the wreck to res- 
ene all the people in boats—all save Lieut. Som- 
mers, who has done the wireless signaling from 
the yacht. He refuses to leave until he is as- 
sured of the safety of Miss Durant. She can- 
mot be accounted for until, just at the last 
moment, it dawns upon those on the Mongolian 
that she must be running the dynamo that 
makes Sommers’ signaling possible. Thus all 
are resened. 

The last act shifts back to the works in 
Pittsburg. There is some elever work on the

‘WOMAN AS A PLAYWRIGHT. 


A contemporary indulges in the following observation, which found its 
birth in a moment of abstraction: 


“Women have been writing plays for two centuries, and never have 
turned out one that was really first-class. 
. » 7 7 


* * ” . 

“Women can do many things that men can not do, and they can also do 
many things better than men can do, but play-writing is not one of these.’ 

If women are gaining positions of prominence in the field of art, liter- 
ature, etc., why not in play-writing? The writer of the above does not ad- 
vance any constitutional or hereditary bar to feminine success in this par- 
ticular direction, and if called upon to substantiate his rather broad asser- 
tion, would find a wealth of contradictory evidence refuting his thoughtless 


contention. That a majority of the plays have, perhaps, proven financially 
unsuccessful, may rather be placed at the door of woman’s commerical 
inexperience, and should not, in fairness, be attributed to her lack of 


literary or artistic ability. 


Too many successful productions by women playwrights of the present 
age, prove that she has made a place for herself in this most difficult field. 
By nature endowed with an emotional and sentimental nature, a woman 
who understands herself can more faithfully portray woman than a man 
playwright. 

No small part in the impediments that have confronted the woman 
playwright are the likes, dislikes and prejudices of managers whose confi- 
dence in the ability of the playwright is, as a consequence, not easily invited. 

Will our contemporary question the excellence of the work createc 
by Martha Morton whose plays were produced by Minnie Seligman, Clara 
Morris and Cora Tanner? Will he question the success of The Little Black- 
smith, in which Lizzie Evans starred? This same woman playwright pro- 
duced Brother John, His Wife’s Father, and Fortune’s Fool for William H. 
Crane, and A Bachelor’s Romance for Sol Smith Russell. »-Mrs. Fiske won 
immediate recognition as a dramatist with one-act plays, to be followed 
quickly by creations that fully won public favor. Can he question the 
theatrical and financial success of Brown of Harvard, written by Rita John- 
son Young? To Alicia Ramsey belongs the preponderance of credit for 
the creation of Monsieur de Paris, As a Man Sows, The Last Word, etc. 
Her literary ability and individuality have won her recognition on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Rachel Crothers won immediate success in Three of Us. 
which was favorably reviewed by practically all newspapers, and met with 
enthusiastic praise from the public. Evelyn Greenleaf Sutherland, fortified 
with a wide experience as a writer of dramatic and literary criticisms for 
Boston newspapers, has to her credit 400 successive nights in London with 
her dramatization of Beaucaire. Together with Beulah Mary Dix, Evelyn 
Greenleaf Sutherland produced The Rose o’ Plymouth, The Breed of the 
Trenchants, Matt of the Merry Mount, and The Road to Yesterday. Grace 
Livingston Furniss has shown extraordinary ability as a dramatist in her 
adaptation of The Pride of Jennico, The Man on the Box and the dramatization 
of David Graham Phillips’ Deluge, the latter especially indicating a strong 
eonception of the requirements for successful dramatic creations. Clara 
Lipman, in the field of play-writing is best known as the author of that de- 
lightful play, Julie Pon Bon, which indicates a capability which successfully 
contradicts the charge of the incapability of successful women playwrights 
Lottie Blair Parker, in "Way Down East, adds forceful contradictory evi- 
dence. Little Lord Fontleroy, by Frances Hodgson Burnett, and many others 
might be added to the roll of honor. 


A NEW USE FOR OLD PRESIDENTS. 


It has remained for that distinguished manager, Mr. Frederie Thomp- 
son, to discover a new use for old presidents. Not since the immortal “Father 
of His Country,” retiring, full of honors, to the shades of his lovely estate 
at Mt. Vernon, set the pace for succeeding presidents, has the ingenuity of 
mortal minds devised a better or more fitting use for the man who, having 
reached the pinnacle of American ambition, still retained the virile force 
of fully developed manhood. 

In the engagement of Mr. Roosevelt to enrich the stage by the use of his 
pen, Mr. Thompson has rendered succeeding incumbents of the presidential 
chair a real service, and has burdened the play-going public with a debt 
of gratitude. We are somewhat at a loss to know how the erstwhile stren- 
uous president will find time between shots at the shrinking African jungle 
creatures to pen his lines. True, the inspiration will be at hand, and we 
fancy the elements of tragedy, in the smoke and blood accompanying, will 
serve to fertilize and fill the presidential productions with thrilling situations. 
Nor, be it truthfully said, need Mr. Roosevelt rely upon the fastnesses of 
an uncivilized country for material. Has not he been the central figure 
in the hair-raising acts of taming a bucking broncho and a Congress alike? 
Need he want for thaj material out of which is made local color for the public 
entertainment, in melodrama or problem plays? Evidence is at hand of 
his experience and deep reflection upon the family and sociological questions 
in general. In brief, we doubt that any American citizen has wider range 
of vivid imagination, based upon that experience, than he. 

Not to presume to influence Mr. Thompson, but as a friendly suggestion, 
we propose that he permit Mr. Roosevelt to stage his own plays, for the 
gentleman is a past master in the creation of atmosphere, arranging inci- 
dental business, directing rehearsals, and placing the spot-light. 

Hail to the coming playwright! Our hat is off to Mr. Thompson. 


NOTHING NEW UNDER THE SUN. 


A contemporary refers somewhat contemptuously to the proneness of 
dramatic authors to seize upon material heretofore used in older dramas. 

There has ‘been much nonsense written from time to time by space 
writers and others upon this subject, and we often wonder at the acumen 
shown by those who fail to realize the adage of “Nothing new under the 
sun.” In real life, to inject a platitude, there is nothing new, and the recur- 
rence of the same old ideas, clothed in other habiliments, is the daily experi- 
ence in all affairs. So fundamental is the fact, that not only philosophers, 
but the simple minded as well, are awake to the everlasting round of same- 
ness. The reproach is not well made unless the last author has, in a slovenly 
manner, failed to reclothe the subject in new garments and to place it in 
new environment. There is too much twaddle indulged in by would-be critics, 
who would mar the work of meritorious writers, having themselves no cre- 
ative power or discrimination. 


AN EVIDENCE OF INTELLIGENCE. 


From time to time, yes, frequently, come complaints from traveling the- 
atrical companies, about the chilly audiences of some towns. There are com- 
munities that seem to possess more than their share of sad-faced and irre- 
sponsive people. They are those who are either too dignified to unbend or 
possibly lack appreciation of sentiment and humor. Whether lack of sensi- 
bility in these cases is due to geographical location, or bile, it is useless to 
surmise, but we commend the comment of a Western newspaper writer, 
who says: 

“Reasonable applause is an evidence of intelligence. Say, fellows, let's 
get together on this proposition of loosening up, and occasionally showing 
our appreciation of a good thing at the theatre.”’ 


THE FILM MERGER. 


Fearing the lash of an advertising clientage whose patronage is most 
delicately insecure, and whose editorial utterances are subject to a coercive 
censorship dominated by interests other than that of the publication of 
their journals, the correctness of the film consolidation story is being mildly 
acknowledged. 

One of the papers, notwithstanding its previous attitude of denial, 
editorially states that “‘the only report having the color of truth is that there 
have been overtures toward the consolidation of interests, without the ac- 
complishing of anything. For a time a combination of the American Bio- 
graph interests with those of the licensed manufacturers under the Edison 
patents seemed to be almost at the point of consummation, but the talk 
of merger has dwindled * * * * #” 

Equally corroborative is the statement of another amusement journal 
“That negotiations have been under way to admit two companies of Paris 
and London to the privileges of the Edison license, thereby opening up their 
product to the Film Service Association exchanges.” 

Another paper, feeling atso the sting of the scoop, naively remarks 
“There is only a slight prospeet that the leading European film makere 
will be granted licenses.” 

As examples of clever “backing down.” the above are recommended 
to other publishers similarly situated, but, as the Irishman said to the jockey.

PERMANENCY OF THE STATE FAIR. 


Just now, the question of the future and permanency of the state fair 


is receiving great attention. That the state fair is of inestimable value, 
both from an educational and social standpoint, can not be gainsaid. To 
place the stamp of permanency upon it is most important. A writer in the 
Nashville American, who 


evidently has given the subject much thought, 
declares that, “judging the future by the past history of state fairs in Ten- 
nessee, it can not be expected that the present one can be much longer lived 
than those of the past. All of which may be truthfully characterized a+ 
spasmodic efforts of patriotic citizens.” He further advances the contention 
that “only state fairs that are owned by the state and managed by its agri- 


cultural department have the appearance of permanency, for the reason 
that such organizations are non-profit taking, and, as such, deserve and 
receive the support of the state,” 

Recommendations to this effect have been made by the agricultural 
societies in many states. In support of the Tennessee contention, comes the 
report from Secretary Newman, of the Kentucky State Fair, owned and con- 
ducted by the state, that they will clear over $14,000 this year, and that 
over 7,350 entries of exhibits have been made, and that the total paid 
attendance aggregated over 100,000 people. 

The Billboard, the great clearing house for fairs and fair secretaries, 
tenders its columns for the discussion of this vital issue, and invites fair 
secretaries to voice their opinions.

Muller Bros.’ 101 Ranch Wild West Show un- 
derwent an experience in Gulfport, Miss., Satur- 
day, October 24th which was as tempestuous 
as was ever given a tented organization in the 
south, 

Trouble was had with lawless whites and 
drunken negroes occured all day and after dark. 
Gulfport police were entirely unable to cope with 
che situation. Assaults and insults were continued 
during the entire show and the crowd of ruff- 
ians followed to the loading of the train. Lon 
Seeler, famous as a steer thrower, was singled 
out as a particular victim. Gulfporters § in- 
formed him repeatedly that they would ‘‘get 
him.’’ After the cowboy had loaded his horses, 
as be made his way toward his sleeping quar- 
ters, he was stopped by a man who thrust a 
pistol in his face. Seeler thinking an attempt 
was being made upon his life drew his own 
weapon and fired. The stranger retaliated in 
kind, and both men fell dead in their tracks.

TION. 


Government Plans An Educational and 
Practical Display at Seattle in 
1909, of Great Beneficial Value 
to the Public. Plans in 
Detail. 

One of the chief benefits of a great exposi- 
tion where the handiwork o: man is shown in 
all its many phases, is in the educating of the 
masses on subjects of which the vast majority 
of the people are either ignorant or at the best 


room and model ward. The record room con- 
tains various Service publications, a bospital 
library, clinical histories with their method of 
filing, and filing cases for microscopic slides. 
The model ward is equipped with modern hos- 
pital beds, invalid chairs, bedside stands, a 
wheeled stretcher, litters, a portable bath-tub 
and stretcher, medicine cases, a case of surgical 
dressings, etc. 

The Tuberculosis Exhibit is to consist of a 
model of the arine Hospital Sanatorium lo- 
cated at Fort Stanton, New Mexico. This, to- 
gether with views of the buildings and surround- 
ing country are shown to emphasize the ad- 
vantage of light and air in the treatment of tu- 
berculosis. 


The Quarantine Section includes a model of 
a detention camp intended for use in time of 
epidemic, also models of the quarantine sta- 
tions at Delaware Breakwater and Reedy Is- 
land, and a model of disinfecting machinery 
used at the latter station. 

The X-Ray Section will be installed in a room 
constructed for the purpose. Two modern coils 
are to be shown, including X-Ray tubes and 
flouroscopes, also a hgh frequency apparatus 
and the various accessories, which naturally 
form a part of such an exhibit. In addition, 
there are to be shown numerous photographs to 
illustrate the uses to which this apparatus tis 
used at the different hospitals of the Service. 


During the period of holding the exposition 
at Seattle in 1909, a part and at times all of 
the vessels of the Pacific Squadron of the U. 
S. Navy will be anchored in attle harbor and 
will be open to visitors. From six to twelve of 
Uncle Sam’s fighting force will be represented, 
including the largest battleships and armored 


cruisers.

One of the features of the ex 
hibit of the treasury department in the Govern 
ment Bollding will be that of the Public Health 
and the Marine Hospital Service. The exhibit 
will be arrenged for giving the greatest amount 
of information in the simpliest and most thor 
ough manner. Demonstrations of great value 
for the layman's knowledge will be beld. In 
its report to the officers of the exposition the 
department outlines its exhibits as follows: 

The Surgical Section will consist of a model 
operating reom,. having In the center wax figures 
showing a surgical operation in progress. 
Around the side of the room will be placed 
steam sterilizers for dressings, water sterilizers. 
irrigating stands, an instrument case containing 
a full surgical armamentarium, glass topped 
bottles, gless basins, and all the other appur- 
tenances of a fully equipped operating room. 

The Laboratory 


Section is to centain various 
apparatus constantly useq In the Hygienic Lab- 
oratory in the solution of public health prob 
lems. This includes laboratory glassware, ster 
ilizers, thermostats, embedding apparatus, mi 


croscopes, wmicrophotographic apparatus, — ete. 
Petri dishes containing cultures of bacteria 
isolated from contaminated vaccine virus will 
be shown, A traveling laboratory {ts Included 


in this section, two such outfits being constantly 
held in readiness by the Service for fleld work 
or for use in the event of outbreaks of epidemic 
diseases in various parts of the country. In 
addition there is to be a very complete helmin 
thelogical collection. This collection is of great 
value in view of the increasing attention given 
to parasites in relation to diseases of man. A 
macrograph is used to enlarge microphotographs 
of various pathogenic bacteria, annual parasites 
and other specimens related to disease,

After seasons with Tom 
Niaco’s City Cinb Company, Reilly & Woods, 
ind Hart's Roston Novelty Company, they re- 
turned to Tony Pastor's. 

Following this they were seen in The Rain 
makers and at Koster & Bial’s. They created 
the leading comedy parts in One Ronnd of 
Pleasure at the Knickerbocker Theatre. and in 
ISOS the brothers starreq jointly In vandeville, 
appearing in A Retgn of Error, and. under the 
management of Klaw & Erlanger, in the plays 
vith which their names are most assoctated, 
The Rogers Brothers in London, in Paris, in 
Central Park, in Washington, and finally in 
Panama.

SOUTHERN RAILROAD RATES.

Companies. 


A prominent traveling theatrical manager 
writes: 

“For the benefit of theatrical companies tour 
ing the South I wish to say the published re- 
ports so generally circulated, stating the 
roads of the South have granted a two-cent 
rate to theatrical troupes is misleading, and has 


caused much inconvenience and expense te 


many. 

The Central of Georgia charges the same as 
last year—from two one-half to three one-half 
cents per mile. They make no inter-state rate 
as does the Louisville & Nashville Railroad in 
transporting companies out of Alabama, but 
exact the full fare. The Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad charges full fare on all its lines ia 
the State of Alabama, but gives theatrical peo 
ple the benefit of the two-cent rate on inter 
state movements. 

“Not so with the Central of Georgia. The At- 
lantie Coast Line, Seaboard Air Line and 
Southern Railway give companies of ten or 
more the benefit of the two-cert rate.’

The passing away of a veteran theatrical 
manager, Robert Arthur, at his home, Sheeps- 
head Pay, this week, gave incidental public- 
ity to the fact that his wife, who was a Brook- 
lyn footlight favorite under the name of Jen- 
nie Satterlee for many years, had met witn 
a tragic death about two months ago, an incl- 
dent which seems to have escaped general 
mention. 

Mrs. Arthur, or Jennie Satterlee of three 
decades ago, was fully as popular as any 
other of the favorite performers who helped to 
draw crowded houses to ‘*Tom’’ Donnelly’s old 
Olympic Theatre, on Fulton street, in the days 
when Donnelly held a monopoly on the variety 
business of Brooklyn. Hyde and Behman and 
Percy Williams were then unheard of. 

The Olympic was old-fashioned, and anything 
but handsomely fitted up, bnt there were few 
vacant seats at any performarce under the 
Donnelly regime. The best people on the va 
riety stage appeared there. John H. Holmes 
made a fortune in the building, which he re- 
christened the Standard Mnseum later on. 

Long before Donnelly leased it, the build- 
ing was the Brooklyn Tabernacle, connected 
with the Elm Place Congregational Church. 
After the church people vacated it, it was oc- 
pied by the Constitutional Club. In 1849, Tom 
Donnelly and ‘“‘Uncle Dick’? Hooley leased it 
for theatrical purposes. Donnelly succeeded 
the firm. after a short while, as sole lessee, 
and for many years conducted the Olympic The- 
atre as a variety honse. The building was torn 
down a number of years ago to make way for 
a department store annex. 

In those days Jennie Satterlee was in the 
twenties. She was pretty, well made, could 
sing and dance a little, and was as lively as a 
cricket. She used to do a turn tn the ‘‘olio,’’ 
hetween the performances of Harrigan and 
Hart in The Mulligan Guards, or one of their 
other early-day skits: Sheridan and Mack, 
John Williams, the Lancashire Lad: Gus Wil- 
liams, Big John Hart, Blanche Holt and Lena 
Edwin, O’Reardon. the ‘‘Tumbleronicon Man,” 
or some other of the Donnelly regulars of 
those days invariably appeared in the after- 
pieces. which always closed the weekly pro- 
grams, with Frank Gerard, A. C. Moreland, 
Gussie Walby and the rest of the Olympic 
Stock Company. 

Jennie Satterlee was with Donnelly for many 
years, and when he gave up his Brooklyn man- 
agement to join forces with John F. Poole at 
the New York Grand Opera House, Miss Satter- 
lee went with Harrigan and Hart at the Thea- 
tre Comique, on Broadway, New York, where 
she appeared in most of the plars which made 
a fortune for the actor-managers. The latter 
years of her life on the stage were devoted 
to the Interpretation of old women parts.

OPENING OF POLI’S THEATRE, 
WILKES-BARRE, PA. 


The new theatre which Sylvester Z. Poli op- 
ened in Wilkes-Barre, I’a.. on Monday, October 
19, is a monument of the builder's art. 
lobby is some eighteen or twenty feet wide, 
and about twenty-six feet high. Entrance Is 
made through an archway surrounded by dent- 
als and artistic scroll work. Festoons and 
other ornaments adorn the front of the bulld- 
ing, while a striking feature Is the grille work 
in the arch. Fluted columns adorn the sides 
of the arch, and extend to the pediments to the 
top of the latter, about forty-two feet. Sur- 
rounding the columns are allegorical figures 
representing dramatic art. The whole effect 
is decidedly artistic. 

The interior dimensions of the vestibule are 
16x16 feet. On the sides above the beautiful 
marble of White Clond Vermont variety, are 
handsomely tinted walls, decorated by symbolic 
figures, representing Music, Tragedy and Com- 
edy. A reddish brown tint Is used In the 
background, and the color scheme its carried 
out with marvelous blending. On the floor of 
the vestibule, in letters about three feet high, 
is Inscribed the name of the owner, Poli. The 
letters are done in art mosaic, while the floor 
proper is ceramic. The border is Italian re- 
Haissance, and the same scheme is carried 
throngh the lobby and foyers to the main au 
ditorium. 

The lobby is sixteen feet wide, thirty-two 
feet long, and terminates in the grand foyer 
It has on the right the ticket office for the 
anditorinm and baleony patrons, while on the 
left is the ticket office for the gallery. The 
entrance to the gallery steps is also in the 
lobby, on the left, directly at the entrance 
and grand foyer. The latter stairway is marble 
for the first flight to the turn. The decorations 
in the lobby are most exqnisite. Large panels 
of White Clond Vermont marble vie with mir- 
rors and murals for prominence. Opposite the 
ticket office on the right Is on of the largest 
mirrors ever placed in a theatre. It is of the 
finest glass, reflecting with mechanical precision 
_ accuracy, and is 12 feet wide by 11 feet 

gh. 

The allegorical paintings are reproductions of 
prosaic of Fracassini, in the Argentina Theatre 
of Rome. The Rococo or Rocaillo style of 
decoration, which are followed tn the Poli The- 
atre, prevailed in .Germany and Relginm in 
the eighteenth century, and flourished chiefly 
in the reign of Henry ‘IV. to the time of the 
Revolution. It is a style that has succeeded 
the revival of the Italian architecture, and Is 
a decidedly debased scheme of decoration. 
Chiefly its ornamental design ran mad without 
proper taste. 


The grand foyer is decidedly roomy, and has 
a floor dimension of 32x30 feet. Windows of 
cathedral glass also adorn the interior. The 
main foyer contains an ornamental fountain, | 
and also an imposing mantel piece. | 


The main auditorinm ts eighty-two feet aren | 


wall to wall, and extends eighty feet from the 
back of the seats to the stage, and Is fifty- | 
eight feet to the cefling. The prosceninm arch 
is 38 feet wide and 28 feet high. Back of the 
curtain, extending Into the files, the tape meas- | 
ure shows 58 feet from the floor of the stage 
to the highest pulley. The main floor has one 
thousand seats and ten boxes The decorations 
here are more striking in effect that in the 
lobby and foyers. The grand climax of all 
the murai paintings is the ‘Aurora.’ or 
“Flight of Night.’’ This exquisite work of 
art is a reproduction of Fracassini's master- | 
piece in the Argentina Theatre at Rome. It is 
transferred with remarkable skill to the local 
theatre by Mr. Cominelli, of the firm of Com- 
inelli & Pastori. It occuples the place of 
honor of all the paintings, viz.: the sounding | 
“eye oe the prosceninm arch. The story 
s reproduced by the artist’ 
Sete te tist’s brush in a panel 
The balcony is eighty-two feet wide and 
forty feet in depth at the narrowest point, and 
contains abont eight hundred seats. The gal- 
lery is painted verdant green, and has a ca- 
pacity of about eight bundred. 
Great precaution has been taken throughont 
the theatre in regard to fire exits, ete., they 
being available within a moment's notice. This 
theatre has its own heating and lighting plant. 
Resident Manager J. M. Docking has heen 
a premier director in the work of organization 
Mr. Docking and thestrical work are insepar- 
able. He has grown up with this great branch 
of the present day's activities, He has mM- 
rected with rare foresight the detaila not pro- 
vided for in the voluminons specifications, The 
Stage of the Poli Theatre is absolutely fire- 
proof. It is equipped with an ashestos enr- 
tain, whieh can be lowered in three seconds 
The dressing rooms are capable of accommodat-
